Not Impregnable 
Dulles Warns 


New York, Dec. 30 — (fP)— John 


Foster 
Dulles 
appealed to 
the 


nation last night to build its de- 
fense on a foundation of collec- 
tive security rather than a Gibral- 
tcr of solitary preparedness. 
'.The top republican foreign policy 
adviser, in a speech 
before 
the 


American 
Association 
for 
the 


United Nations, said five years of 
the cold war with Soviet Russia 
had shown that "only as we sough 
o help others could we s a v e 
ourselves." 


"Solitary defense Is never im- 


pregnable," he said in a cloaked 
'eply to former Republican Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover's recent de- 
mand for a revised foreign policy. 


Hoover urged that the 
U. S. 


withdraw from Europe and 
Asia 


and make its oceans the frontiers 
of an American Gibraltar. 


Instead, Dulles suggested an eco- 


nomic, political and military ring 
around the soviet world to make 
Russia pay dearly for 
any new 


aggression. 


Then, the free world will have 


the "capacity to counter-attack" 
if all-out war comes, Dulles 
de- 


clared. 


However, Dulles admitted t h a 


;iot every free country on the rim 
>f soviet power can be made safe 
against possible Russian assault 


"To attempt this would be 
to 


lave strength nowhere and bank- 
ruptcy everywhere," he said. 


"The places of assembly should 


je chosen, not as places to 
de- 


;end, but as places suitable 
for 


aunching the means of destroying 
;he forces of aggression."

days of the year. It predicted 330 
persons will lose their lives in mo- 
tor accidents over a 78-hour pe- 
riod, from 6 p.m. yesterday 
to 


midnight Monday. 


The 31,230 killed in the first 11 


months this year was only 270 less 
than the traffic fatalities in 1949 
and compared to the 32,259 killed 
in 1948. 


The council said that only five 


times has the traffic toll in one 
year exceeded 35,000. The .record 
high was 39,969 in 1941. Other years 
in which 35,000 or more 
persons 


were killed in traffic mishaps were 
1934, 
1935, 1930 and 1937. 


In last weekend's Christmas holi- 


day, 
545 perbons were killed on 


the highways — one of the highest 
totals on record for an extended 
holiday.

But 
hey can try to smuggle or buy 
their way aboard troop or govern- 
nent trains. They can beg kind- 
learted Americans to get t h e m 
south on military trucks or other 
vehicles going that way. S o m e 
undoubtedly have procured rides 
.hat way, by paying a price. The 
black market reaches all nation- 
alities in a wartime emergency. 


For most of the p o p u 1 a tion, 


however, there are only two hard 
choices: Go out and walk down 
the freezing road, or come here 
to Yongdong junction and clam- 
ber aboard a freight train. 


The roads are a sad and bitter 


sight. Military police have to turn 
refugees off the main highways 
as much as possible, to 
k e e p 


these arterials clear. Otherwise the 
weary, stumbling p e o p l e and 
broken-down oxcarts would clog 
the roads beyond use for fighting 
the war.

years of airforce mobilization plan- 
ning was thrown out of joint by 
President Truman's declaration of 
1 a national emergency. 


And the aircraft industry is com- 


olaining because some of the con- 
.racts it expected under the plan 
are going to automobile companies. 


The situation as it has developed 


thus far is this: 


The airforce began in 1944 to 


study methods under which its sup- 
plying industry would be ready for 
rapid expansion in a future emer- 
gency. Millions of dollars were in- 
vested in such projects. 


In general, the program called 


for an initial stage of expansion 
— a first phase preceding an ac- 
tual emergency ••-- by having air- 
craft companies i-eoccupy plants 
built during the war. There are 
75 such plants in reserve, some in

as some were in World War II. 


But things didn't work out that 


way.

.cy caused the airforce to skip the 
first phase of its planning and give 
automobile companies a sizeable 
share of aircraft production without 
waiting for idle aircraft plants to 
reopen, 


Tne aircraft -industry doesn't like 


this change, coming without warn- 
ing in the middle of its plans for 
expanding production facilities. 


Airforce officials explain that the 


speed up stemmed from Mr. Tru- 
man's emergency declaration Dec. 
16. It called for a cutback in civil- 
ian products and allocation of stra- 
tegic materials 
to defense con- 


tracts. The air force decided there 
i 


was no longer time fo rthc planned 
pre-emcrgency 
expansion of 
the 


aircraft production base by avia- 
tion companies alone. 


The emergency meant that plants 


building such things as automobiles, 
refrigerators and television 
sets 


would have to reduce output. It 
meant many workers would be un- 
employed if the new items to 
be 


built were produced in plants not 
yet reopened and retooled. 


Secretary of Defense Marshall 


told the three services "to spread 
contracts across industry as wide- 
ly as possible x x x to take 
up 


slack in industries now facing cut- 
backs because of materials short- 
ages." 


The answer was to select some 


items — in this case airplanes — 
which could be produced in govern- 
ment standby plants now in use 
by other industries. The air force 
decided that although the time it 
would take to start military pro- 
duction in these plants 
would be 


about the same as for reopening 
die plants, the new policy would 
avoid dislocation of,labor. 


The i'irst two examples of this 


policy 
were 
decisions 
to have 


iaiser-Fraser build the Fairchild 
M19 packet transport at the Wil- 
ow Run plantneor Detroit and to 
have General Motors build the Re- 
public F-84F Thunderjet fighter at 
the so-called North American plant 
near Kansas City, Kas.
